SECTION 1. Section 3, (27) of Article II, of the 

Fort Wayne Muncipal Code, Chapter 36, is hereby repealed and 
in lieu thereof a new Section 3, (27) of Article II of the 

Fort Wayne Muncipal Code, Chapter 36, is hereby enacted as 
follows:

(27) Home Occupation—Any use conducted entirely 
within a dwelling and participated in solely by members 
of the family, which use is clearly incidental and 
secondary to the use of the dwelling for dwelling pur¬ 
poses and does not change the character thereof and in 
connection with which there is no commodity sold upon 
the premises except that which is produced thereon, and 
provided, however, in no event shall a tea room or animal 
hospital be construed as a home occupation. 

SECTION 2. Section 13 of Article IV, of the Fort 
Wayne Muncipal Code, Chapter 36, is hereby amended by adding 
thereto a new subsection G. of Section 13 of Article IV of 
the Fort Wayne Municipal Code, Chapter 36, which is hereby 
enacted as follows: 
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Section 13. Special Uses—Specified Districts. 
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G. In Rl, R2, R3, RA and RB districts the Board may 
permit Beauty Parlors, Barber Shops, Insurance and 
similar offices which satisfy all the requirements 
for "Home Occupation", as such term is defined in 
this Chapter, for a period not to exceed one year from 
the date of the special use Improvement Location 
Permit issued by authority of the Board. Upon sub¬ 
mission of an application to the Board of Zoning Appeals 
for a Barber Shop or Beauty Shop the applicant must 
also submit a copy of his or her valid state operators 
license. Prior to issuance of the Certificate of 
Occupancy the applicant must present to the City Zoning 
Enforcement Officer, evidence that the Barber Shop or 
Beauty Shop meets the requirement of the State of Indiana 
with respect to its operation. The Special Use Improve¬ 
ment Location permit may be reissued on each subsequent 
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annual expiration date for an additional year if the 
Board finds that the public convenience and welfare 
will be substantially served and that the proposed 
renewal will not be unduly detrimental to the surround¬ 
ing area. A public hearing will not be required for 
renewal permits. 

SECTION 3. If any part, parts, section or sections, 
provision, clause or portion of this ordinance shall be adjudged 
invalid or unconstitutional, such invalidity or unconstitutional¬ 
ity shall not affect the validity or constitutionality of this 
ordinance as a whole or any part, section, clause, provision, 
or portion of this ordinance. 

SECTION 4. This ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and 
legal publication thereof.
